NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 3-14, 16 and 18-21 are ADowed.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2.1 The following claim limitations in combination with other claim limitations are 
allowable over the prior art. The prior art fails to teach or make obvious the following 
limitations, ''calculating a send time for each of the network packets and attaching the respective 
send time to the corresponding packet. In combination with, ''deleting the send time from each 
network packet when the packet is removed from the queue, " It is noted by the Examiner that, 
when the packet is removed from the queue, that the send time that was attached to each packet 
or the plurality of packets in the queue, meaning all of the packets in the queue at that time, is 
also deletedn i.e. "deleting the send time from each network packet. " The prior art fails to teach 
or make obvious the removal of the attached send time from every packet in the queue whenever, 
the packet is removed from the queue. 

2.2 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
